“the first time”, he said, “In about 
1939-40." t a 

“We left after a few months, 
then, came back in 1942 and I_ 
lived there ‘til 1951, when I lu- 
ated from Pahokee High School,” 
Mr. Tillis said. . ' 

“My Uncle Wylie had a bakery 
in Pahokee,” Mr, Tillis explained, 
when asked what brought the 
family to Pahokee. “After the war 
he sold out, and my daddy and 
this fellow out of Miami ran it 


until the big bread companies 
came In and they couldn't make 
any money.” 


During the first year when they 
came back to Pahokee, he was 
having trouble in school, because 
of. the stuttering problem that 
later became his trademark. 

“It wasn't that I couldn't learn 
or remember, it was my talking, I 
had questions and. sometimes 
answers, that I couldn't.get out of 
my mouth,” Mr. Tillis said later in 
his autobiography, "Stutterin' 
Boy,” published in 1984. 

It was during those years that 
ne first started Gd 

r comfort, particularly when 
realized that if he couldn't talk 
t, he could sing. He began 
his professional career in 
Pahokee, while in high school, 
singing for the Lions Club and the 
Women’s Club and in talent 
Shows at the Prince Theater 
organized by the theater's owner, 
the late Malcolm Miller. 
» “The old Prince Theater—is it 
still there?” he asks, then contin- 
ues after UTEM that it 
Is, and now. ings to the City of 
Pahokee, “That's where I got my 
start. I did. some imitations; 
Frank Stnatras "The Music 
Stopped,” went from pop to coun- 
try and I did an impression of 
Cowboy Copus and one of his 
songs. Then I did a little thing 
with my little sister Linda, "Mama 
Don't Allow," and I did a comedy 
act with a buddy of mine, Charlie 
Holmes, ‘Hot Lips and Jasper,’ He 
was ‘Hot Lips’ and I was Jasper’. 
I shoulda been “Hot Lips,’ ‘cause | 
couldn't talk, but- we ‘got it all 
mixed up," he says with a laugh, 
characteristically making fun of 
the. speech impediment that 
caused him pain as a child. 

In the early years, some people 
thought he was making)fun of 
people who stutter, that it was 
part of his act. Others have, 
SMS him of exploiting the dis- 

lity. =, 

"After a lot of years and more 
hi than like to remember, I 
can talk about 1t lightly, which 
eases things a bit. It's a way of 
showing people that it. hasn't 
licked me, so it doesn't have to 
lick others," Mr. Tillis said in his 
autobiography. "Sometimes stut- 
terers or thetr relatives will come 
up to me after a performance and 
tell me how much of an inspira- 
tion I've been to them... I've stut- 
tered my way through nine 
movies, Cannonball Run and: 
Cannonball II, Every Which Way 
But Loose with Clint Eastwood 
and Smokey’ and the Bandit, to’ 
name some. And thousands of 
[esed have, seen how niy speech 

gotten better over the years— 
very slowly." In 1998, "Mr. Tillis 
was named. spokesman ,and 
Honorary Chairman“ for the 
National Stuttering Foundation, 
which was formed in 1947 to pro- 
mote awareness of the speech’ 
handicap that affects over three 
million Americans. "Mr. Tillis 
notes “when I was kid, I didn't 
have & speech therapist to help 
me." His advice to kids who stut- 
ter: "Get help from a speech ther- 
apist and don't let it lick you." 

It was also during those earl: 
years that he developed his affini 
ty.with the Glades and Lake 
Okeechobee, hunting, swimming 


and fishing. f ‘ 

“It was a wonderful, wonderful 
place to grow up. We had the lake 
all to ourselves. If We wanted a 


mess of fish, we could catch 'em,". ` 


he said. "I remember as a kid, me 
and my cousin Frank Tillis, ‘who’ 
still lives there, in Point, 
and an old boy by the name of 
Gene Harrod, I'd get on Frank's, 
back and we'd swim across the 
channel, and on the other side it 
was shallow enough to stand up 
in, and ad fill up a croker sack 
of them little-tiny catfish. We dic 
that all the time.” ^ 

The Lake and the people who 
livé around ít, have also often 
been the inspiration for his 
humor. In his latest book, “Mel's 
Cookin’ with a d-d-dash of 
humor,” published in 1997 and 
available on his website, he tells 
tales of his boyhood and the folks 
he knew growing up in Pahokee. 

“I got started cookin’ or tryin’ to 
cook when-I was 9 years old. I 
remember véry well the first time 
1tried—1 got a whupptn' for it too. 
The kind you don't forget,"— the 
singer writes. Liké many of 
today’s latchkey children, who get 
home from school before their 
working parents, Mr. Tillis and 
his siblings had to fend for ther- 
selves at times while both his par: 
ents worked and he made his first 
Stab at cooking, with disastrous 
results. While cooking fried pota- 
toes, the skillet [e too hot, flames 
broke out and before setting his 
family’s home on fire, he threw 
the-skillet in a washtub full of 
dirty overalls—and got a spank- 
ing for the mess he made. 

“She put a whuppin' on me (the 
liberals would have called it child 
abuse), that I shall never forget. 
And brother I needed it. too,” he 
writes, explainitig that his mother 
had warned him not to use the 
kerosene stove or play with 
matches In her absence. Shortly 
thereafter she relented and began 
to teach the children how to cook. 

This, Mr. Tillis said, and work- 
ing in the Summer, taught him to 
be self sufficient. In those days, 
the nine month school calendar 
was different than today. "We were 
out January, February and March 
so the school boys and girls could 
pick strawberries during berry 
Season. We were paid two cents a 
quart, and if you were a-real fast 
picker and didn't-goof off, you 
could make a dollar or two in a 
day's work. And that was good 
money in those trying times. The 
berry money went a long way in 
helping to buy our school clothes, 
à few groceries. With a leftover 
quarter every Saturday, we could 
go to the picture show and see 
Gene Autrey and still have enough 
left over for candy, popcorn and 
an RC Cola. The bleeding hearts 
of today would say that was child 
labor and should be considered 
cruel and inhumane. I heartily 
disagree with that kind of 
thinkin’. It taught me the value of 
the all mighty dollar: ít taught me 
how to respect other folk and 
their property, made me a 
Republican for life and taught me 
howto cook." 

In between tales from his 
Florida. boyhood.* recipes are 
interspersed and many of them 
have Glades’ references: “Pahokee 
Meatballs,” “Okeechobee Oyster 
Gumbo,” ` “Dad's Okeechobee 
Catfish Fillets,” “Hatton's Corn 
Fritters,” In the cgokbook, Mr. 
Tillis déscribes the Hattons as 
“The. best sweet corn growers in 


the world. When I was in the Air . 


Force in Okinawa, we'd get crates 
of fresh sweet corn with the 
Hatton Brothers label on it. I'd tell 
all the boys, "That's where I'm 
from, Pahokee, Fla.” : 

He goes on to.explain that he 
wasa er in the Air Force. “I 
didn't want to be a baker. I wanted 
to be a pilot. I wanted to fly one of 
them fighter planes, but they told 
me, ‘No way Jose!’ The way I

What the Master Plan proposes 
» The Marina/Town Center 
Master Plan, as proposed by 
Jupiter landscape architects 
George Gentile and Emily 
O'Mahoney of Gentile Holloway 
O'Mahoney and Associates, Inc. 
Includes a mixture of private 
and public uses for the Pahokee 
Marina/Campground and the 
City Hall site with the goal of 
making Pahokee's lakefront a 
regional tourist destination. 
The City leases the 105-sltp 
Marina and Campground, the 
only marina on Lake 
Okeechobee, from the State of 
Florida. The two-acre City Hall 
site, just landward of the 
Herbert Hoover Dike Which 
encircles the Lake, contains 
three buildings which the City 
plans. to vacate as funding 
becomes available to build or 
renovate City buildings at other 
locations. Once the plan is 
finalized, the Cíty will send out 
a request for proposals to 
prospective developers. 
The goal of the plan ts to 
Increase and enhance access to 
the lake by pedestrians, bicy- 
clists and motorists, to make 
aclivity areas more attractive 
Mind welcoming, and to attract, 
private sector investment in the 
lakefront to provide different 

* activities for visitors and there- 
by create Jobs for Pahokee resi- 
dents. 

According to Emily O'Ma- 
honey, the redesigned water- 
front area will provide inter- 
connectivity between, the land 
side and the marina and multi- 
ple layers of activity along the 
waterfront. 

“People will be able to come 
and do many things. The camp- 
grounds will remain pretty 
much the same, except for the 
creation of a ‘boardwalk along 


the rocky area on the shoreline, . 


and a small dock to give 
campers lake access for their 
boats," Ms. O'Mahoney sald. 
"The far side remains mostly 
the same, with picnic areas, 
although we propose'construct- 
ing a large. pavilion for large 


groups, similar to the one at the 
Belle Glade marina.” ^ .—— 

While the main vehicular 
overpass will remain, the road- 
way will be redesigned to get 
cars off the dike itself, which 
will be part of the scenic trail 
itself, with driving areas con- 
structed to allow: vehicles to 
come Into and exit either side of 
the waterfront and provide 
parking for those vehicles, 
which can be restricted during 
festivals to allow space for festi- 
val goers. 

The centerptece of the rede- 
veloped area will be the Grassy 
Waters Marina, which will 
retain boat slips, but will 
include a redeveloped camp 
Store, space for other private 
businesses, such as boat or Jet 
ski rentals, perhaps even .a 
floating ‘ restaurant. An 
amphitheater for concerts and 
other entertainment's might be 
incorporated on the far right 
side of the marina area, closer 
to a proposed civic area across 
from the old high school. 

„On the landside of the scenic 
trail, the city owned parcel 
comprising the city hall and 
other buildings could be leased 
to a private developer who 
would then either convert the 
existing structure into a hotel, 
with perhaps a restaurant on 
top, or thosé buildings could be 
demolished and a new struc- 
ture built, 

According to Palm Beach 
County Senior Planner Silver, 
“Although the commission has 
agreed to privatize operations 
of the marina, the plan calls for 
keeping public places public. 
"There's no plan to turn: the 
area into the Breakers or some 
other private facility.” 

Parking areas'would remain, 
but could be utilized as a green 
market on the weekend, Ms. 
O'Mahoney continued. Single 
unit rental propertiés, either 
bungalows or trailers would be 
installed at the left for vacation- 
ers, The existing urban core of 
the city would be infilled with 


* 
néw businesses‘and civic prop- 
erties, preserving such Duild- 
ings as the Prince Theater, and 
creating access across the dike 
to and from those businesses 
and the scenic trail. "It's a great 
opportunity to explore new 
housing alternatives and village 
markets, with primarily pedes- 
trian back street areas,"' Ms. 
O'Mahoney satd. 

The proposed plan even calls 
for the construction of barrier 
Islands, created by dredging 
the lake bottom in thé marina, 
to protect the marina basin 
during hurricanes. 

Consultant Gentile told: the 
commissioners that adopting 
the master plan will allow them 
to aim higher when seeking 
FIND/FRDAP grants, noting 
that a boardwalk with educa- 
tional signage, an eco-class- 
room, picnic pavilions and 
enhanced restrooms are all 
fundable projects. Once the 
conceptual plan is approved by 
the Corps, the Florida 
Department of Environmental 
Protection and South Florida 
Water Management - District. 
then public and private part- 
nerships could be created to 
dredge the harbor and develop 
the.barrier islands as part of a 
larger environmental restora- 
tlon effort. 

The commissioners would 
then revise their comprehen- 
sive plan for the city to encour- 
age tourist uses, give bonuses 
for good design (such as pro- 
viding landscaping, lighting, 
benches along the entry street) 
and other incentives. Once all 
those provisions are in place. 
then the city can- put out 
requests for qualifications or 
proposals to' redevelop the 
project area. 

The proposed master plan 
was developed at the county's 
expense using existing propos- 
als, such as the 1995 Charette 
and other planning tools. % 

Commissioner Masilotti pre- 
dicted that the project can be 
completed within 2-5 years.
